Didsbury District Grows 
Good Milling Wheat 


The survey made by the Depart- 
ment of Trade of flour-wheat districts 
shows that Didsbury is in the centre 
of a flour-wheat district extending 
from Macleod to KEdmonton, and 
experiments have shown that wheat 
grown in this district has a high 
protein content and therefore can be 
manufactured into high-grade flour. 

The Rosebud flour mill is now 
under new management, has been 
thoroughly overhauled and is now in 
a position to make as good tlour as 
any manufactured in the district. 

The mill has a capacity of 100 
barrels per day and uses the long 
system of milling. 
scouring and bleaching machinery 
is all of the latest type. 

Mr. S P. Megli, manager of the 
mill has had a wide experience and 
he invites the farmers of the district 
to give him an opportunity of show- 
ing just what their wheat will dowhen 
properly milled. 

A sample of bread baked for the 
product of the Didsbury mill and 
shown to us this week, will compare 
favorably with bread baked from 
the highest grade flour.

By Wheat Pool 


The Alberta Wheat Pool is econ- 
ducting through the janior wheat 
clubs a survey of wheat being grown 
in all districts where clubs are loeat 
ed. Department of agriculture field 
men in judging ups and 
scoring the club plots for purity of 
variety, are also making purity of 
variety counts on the other 
of the farmers The system follow- 
ed is that the judge, when he has 
finished the junior plots, proceeds 
to the adjacent fields on the farm 
and prepares a purity of variety report 
on the wheat grown 

By this method the wheat 
hopes to obtain a fairly accurate 
idea of the quality of wheat being 
grown by wheat producers through- 
out the province The wheet clubs
